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MINUTES. 


The  Albany  Baptist  Missionary  Union  held  its  Seventh  Anniver¬ 
sary  in  the  First  Baptist  Church  on  Sunday  evening,  May  1,  1870. 

The  Exercises  were  opened  with  singing  by  the  scholars  of  the  North 
Greenbush  Baptist  Church  (formerly  known  as  the  French’s  Village  Mis¬ 
sion)  Sunday  School,  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  John  W.  Patten  ;  Mr. 
John  S.  Fuller  presiding  at  the  organ. 

Reading  of  Scriptures  by  Rev.  Ralph  H.  Bowles,  pastor  of  the  Green  - 
bush  Baptist  Church. 

Prayer  by  Rev.  J.  W.  Hammond,  pastor  of  the  North  Greenbush  Bap¬ 
tist  church.

The  Annual  Report  was  presented  by  the  President  of  the  Union.

Rev.  C.  D’ W.  Bridgman,  D.  D.,  then  addressed  the  Union  with  reference 
to  the  great  advantages  of  Baptist  Churches,  while  still  independent, 
working  together  in  missionary  enterprises,  and  the  grand  necessity  of  the 
times  as  being  the  bringing  of  the  masses  under  the  power  and  influence 
of  Protestant  Christianity.  He  closed  with  an  earnest  appeal  for  the 
amount  required  to  build  a  new  Chapel  at  North  Greenbush,  and  called 
upon  Mr.  John  F.  Rathbone  to  make  a  statement  of  facts  with  reference 
to  the  condition  and  needs  of  that  mission. 

Mr.  Rathbone  gave  a  history  of  the  work  at  North  Greenbush,  and 
earnestly  set  forth  the  necessity  for  a  new  Chapel.  He  offered  to  give  fif¬ 
teen  hundred  dollars  toward  the  required  sum. 

Subscriptions  were  then  taken,  amounting  to  nearly  sufficient  to  make 
up  the  amount  of  three  thousand  dollars. 

After  some  stirring  and  earnest  remarks  from  Rev.  Dr.  Lorimer,  in 
view  of  his  contemplated  departure  from  the  city,  urging  the  churches  to 
sustain  and  push  forward  the  Missionary  work.  Rev.  Mr.  Peddie,  in 
behalf  ot  the  Baptist  Pastors  of  Albany,  expressed  in  very  impressive 
words  the  regret  they  had  in  parting  with  him,  and  wishing  him,  most 
cordially,  God’s  blessing  in  his  new  field  of  labor. 

The  usual  collection  was  then  taken  up. 

The  exercises  were  closed  with  singing  by  the  Scholars.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 


Brethren  of  the  Churches  : 

The  missions  you  have  organized  and  sustained  have 
been  favored  with  the  same  prosperity  during  the  year 
just  closed  as  has  characterized  their  history  each  year 
since  their  establishment.  The  mission  schools  were  never 
before  as  flourishing  and  replete  with  all  that  tends  to 
permanent  prosperity.  The  course  of  the  work  has  been 
marked  by  no  backward  step  —  no  retrograde  movement; 
but  by  a  constant  steady  advance.  The  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee,  composed  of  delegates  from  the  four  churches,  have 
been  controlled  in  the  prosecution  of  this  work,  as  they 
firmly  believe,  by  those  indications  of  God’s  providence 
which,  like  the  pillar  of  cloud  and  of  fire,  have  pointed  to 
the  path  of  duty.  They  have  also  been  encouraged  by  the 
conviction  that  the  hearts  of  the  Baptists  of  Albany  are  in 
this  work ;  that  this  Union  is  not  a  mere  formality ;  but, 
created  by  a  necessity  which  was  imperative,  has  been, 
and  will  be,  sustained  as  an  active  force  —  a  power  for  God 
and  for  the  world.  This  Union  of  brethren  “  of  the  same 
faith  and  order,”  in  a  work  in  which  it  is  emphatically  true 
that  “  in  union  there  is  strength,”  has  not  only  brought  out 
into  clearer  view  the  great  responsibility  resting  on  those 
to  whom  the  truth  has  been  committed  in  its  simplicity  and 
power,  but  has  exerted  an  influence  on  others,  who,  while 
not  united  with  us,  are  engaged  in  the  same  glorious  mis¬ 
sion  of  giving  the  gospel  to  the  destitute.  It  has  so  stimu- 
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lated  the  zeal  of  the  various  denominations  in  our  city  as 
that  to-day  more  missions  are  sustained  and  more  labor  is 
being  performed  than  ever  before  had  been  thought  pos¬ 
sible.  Not  only  here,  but  elsewhere,  the  influence  of  this 
Union  has  been  exhibited.  In  other  cities  brethren  have 
followed  our  example,  and,  with  united  energies,  have 
engaged  in  similar  efforts  to  do  the  Master’s  work.  God 
grant  that  it  may  endure!  May  its  efficiency  become 
enlarged  in  the  future,  and  those  who  come  after  us,  rejoic¬ 
ing  in  the  light  of  our  example,  repeat  and  multiply  our 
successes  to  the  latest  generations  ! 

Your  Committee  now  make  to  you  their  annual  report, 
concerning  the  progress  and  present  condition  of  the  mis¬ 
sions  under  their  care.  Taking  them  in  the  order  of  their 
formation,  the  first  to  be  mentioned  is  Paigeville.  The 
work  accomplished  there  has  been  necessarily  limited,  as  we 
have  had  no  missionary  whose  special  work  it  was  to  labor 
in  this  field.  Nevertheless,  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  has 
been  faithfully  sustained  by  the  lay-preachers  of  the  differ¬ 
ent  churches,  and  the  Prayer  Meetings  have  been  under  the 
watch  care  of  our  younger  brethren,  who  have  zealously 
performed  this  duty.  The  Sunday  School  has  maintained  a 
steady  prosperity.  The  average  attendance  during  the  year 
has  been  fourteen  teachers  and  ninety  scholars.  The  largest 
attendance  on  any  one  Sunday  has  been  eighteen  teachers 
and  one  hundred  scholars.  The  number  of  scholars  on  the 
roll  is  now  one  hundred  and  twenty.  While,  perhaps,  this, 
the  first  of  our  missions,  has  not  been  as  largely  blessed  as 
others  more  recently  established,  still  it  is  a  field  which 
should  always  command  our  deepest  interest,  and  where,  wm 
doubt  not,  God  will  ultimately  reward  the  labors  of  his  serv¬ 
ants  with  an  abundant  harvest. 

At  Kenwood,  under  the  energetic  management  of  the  pres¬ 
ent  Superintendent  and  those  who  have  had  the  more  direct 
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control  of  the  mission  (reference  to  which  will  he  made  in 
another  portion  of  this  report)  glorious  results  have  been 
secured.  The  meetings  held  on  the  Sabbath  and  the  week¬ 
day  evenings  have  been  replete  with  interest,  and  crowned 
with  the  presence  and  influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  There  have 
been  fourteen  persons  converted,  of  whom  eleven  have  united 
with  the  First  Church,  and  three  with  the  Pearl  Street  Church, 
Some  most  interesting  incidents  have  been  developed  in  the 
course  of  these  meetings,  and  the  hearts  of  those  who  have 
sustained  them  have  been  made  glad  by  the  signal  displays 
of  God’s  grace  and  love.  Although  located  amid  a  sparse 
population,  and  thus  necessarily  restricted  in  its  growth,  this 
mission  in  its  record  of  the  past  year,  as  well  as  of  previous 
years,  furnishes  bright  and  clear  evidence  of  the  power  of 
prayer,  and  of  the  faithfulness  of  a  covenant-keeping  God. 
The  school  at  present  numbers  fifteen  teachers  and  fifty-six 
scholars ;  this  having  been  the  largest  attendance  on  any 
one  Sabbath  during  the  year.  The  average  attendance  of 
teachers  and  scholars  has  been  fifty-one.  Collection,  thirty- 
two  dollars  and  seventy-one  cents. 

The  North  Greenbush  Church,  under  the  charge  of  the 
present  pastor,  Bro.  Hammond,  who  was  called  to  the  posi¬ 
tion  after  the  resignation  of  Bro.  Benedict,  maintains 
its  former  standing  and  prosperity.  They  report  four  addi¬ 
tions  during  the  year — three  by  letter  and  one  by  baptism. 
The  number  united  in  Church  fellowship  was  one  hundred 
and  twenty-two,  of  whom  about  forty-six  have  been  dismissed 
to  enter  into  new  relations  with  the  interest  at  Greenbush. 
The  meetings  of  the  Church  are  well  attended.  Though 
they  have  not  been  permitted  to  rejoice  in  as  many  additions 
as  they  had  hoped  for,  still  the  spiritual  condition  of  the 
Church  is  encouraging,  and  they  have  been  greatly  blessed 
by  the  manifest  presence  of  God  in  the  hearts  of  his  people. 

It  has  become  evident  to  your  Committee  that  there  is 
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now  the  most  urgent  necessity  for  a  new  Chapel  at  this 
place.  The  present  Chapel  is  in  a  very  dilapidated  condi¬ 
tion,  and,  owing  to  the  manner  in  which  it  was  originally 
built,  is  not  susceptible  of  proper  alteration  or  improvement. 
It  has  admirably  answered  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
designed,  but  now  the  increasing  School,  and  the  Sunday 
congregations,  demand  more  convenient  and  enlarged  ac¬ 
commodations.  The  building,  in  its  present  condition,  is 
not  safe,  and,  during  the  winter,  was  really  unfit  for  the 
use  of  the  Church  or  the  School.  In  consequence  of  the 
impossibility  of  keeping  it  properly  warmed  considerable 
sickness  resulted  from  attendance  at  the  services  of  the 
Church.  This  has  tended  to  interfere  with  the  meetings, 
and,  to  a  great  extent,  has  prevented  those  results  which 
had  been  confidently  anticipated — in  fact,  the  special  meet¬ 
ings  on  this  account  were  discontinued.  The  brethren  there 
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will  raise  two  thousand  dollars  for  a  new  Chapel.  In  addi- 
tion  to  this  sum  three  thousand  dollars  are  required,  and  your 
Committee  have  resolved  to  appeal  to  you  for  this  amount, 
believing  that  the  best  interests  of  this  Church— in  fact,  its 
very  existence — depend,  in  a  large  degree,  upon  the  erection 
of  a  better  house  of  worship. 

The  Sunday  School  has  on  its  roll  twenty  teachers  and 
about  two  hundred  and  twenty  scholars.  The  average 
attendance  has  been  fifteen  teachers  and  one  hundred  and 
thirty  scholars.  The  largest  attendance,  twenty  teachers 
and  one  hundred  and  ninety-eight  scholars. 

The  School  and  Mission  at  North  Albany  have  advanced 
in  prosperity  and  usefulness  during  the  year.  By  systematic 
visitation  and  regular  attendance  at  the  prayer  meetings 
and  at  the  School,  those  directly  engaged  at  that  mission 
have  sustained  it  with  zeal  and  fidelity;  and  their  efforts 
have  resulted  in  a  steady  and  prosperous  growth.  The 
Thursday  evening  meetings  have  been  generally  well

attended,  and  though  there  have  been  no  preaching  ser¬ 
vices  on  the  Sahhatli,  the  work  has  not  lagged,  or  lacked 
the  energy  and  devotion  necessary  to  insure  a  blessing.  Six 
have  been  converted ;  five  of  whom  have  united  with  the 
Tabernacle  Church,  under  whose  management  and  control 
the  Mission  has  been  maintained  since  the  last  report.  The 
average  attendance  at  the  Sunday  School  for  the  year 
has  been  one  hundred  and  two  teachers  and  scholars.  The 
largest  attendance,  nineteen  teachers  and  one  hundred  and 
seventy-eight  scholars.  Collections  at  North  Albany  sixty- 
two  dollars  and  seventeen  cents. 

The  W ashington  Avenue  School  numbers  about  thirty-six 
teachers  and  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  scholars ;  the 
average  attendance  has  been  twenty-nine  teachers  and  one 
hundred  and  twelve  scholars;  largest  attendance,  thirty-six 
teachers  and  one  hundred  and  sixty-six  scholars.  Collections, 
seventy  dollars  and  forty-three  cents.  While  there  has  been 
no  strictly  missionary  labor  performed  at  this  point,  still  the 
efforts  put  forth  have  resulted  in  the  conversion  of  three 
persons,  of  whom  one  has  united  by  baptism  with  the  Calvary 
Church,  and  one  with  the  German  Church. 

The  mission  at  Greenbush  has  passed  through  a  dark  and 
discouraging  experience,  hut  the  skies  have  brightened,  and 
the  approving  smile  of  our  Heavenly  Father  has  dispelled 
the  darkness.  Left  without  the  care  of  a  pastor  by  the  resig¬ 
nation  of  Bro.  Benedict,  the  mission  has  been  sustained 
mainly  by  the  faithful  and  well-directed  efforts  of  Bro. 
Timothy  Fuller,  who  took  upon  himself  this  labor  of  love, 
in  addition  to  the  other  arduous  duties  which  demand  his 
constant  attention.  After  repeated  efforts  to  obtain  a  pastor, 
all  of  which  resulted  in  lamentable  and  discourao-ino;  fail- 
ures,  the  Committee  secured  the  services  of  Bro.  Ralrh  II. 
Bowles,  of  Lee,  Mass.  Coming  at  the  unanimous  call  of 
the  brethren  and  sisters  at  Greenbush,  Bro.  Bowles  has 
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entered  upon  the  pastorate,  and  they  have  taken  the  neces¬ 
sary  steps  toward  their  organization  into  a  regular  Baptist 
Church.  Tims,  after  many  willing  sacrifices  and  repeated 
disappointments,  sustained  by  an  unfaltering  trust,  they 
have  at  last  attained  the  object  of  their  fervent  desire.  We 
bid  them  “  God  speed,”  and  joyfully  welcome  the  First  Bap¬ 
tist  Church  of  Greenbush  as  the  second  star  in  the  galaxy  of 
our  missions.  During  the  last  of  March,  the  Holy  Spirit 
was  manifested  with  unusual  power  in  answer  to  prayer, 
and  sixteen  men  and  women  were  converted  to  the  Truth,  of 
whom  thirteen  have  confessed  Christ  as  their  Lord  in  the 
waters  of  Baptism;  the  remainder  will,  at  the  next  oppor¬ 
tunity,  bear  similar  witness  of  devotion  to  the  Master.  The 
Sunday  School  numbers  about  one  hundred  scholars  and 
seventeen  teachers. 

Brethren  —  As  we  recall  the  history  of  this  mission,  how 
can  wTe  fail  to  believe  that  God  approves  and  blesses  our 
work.  Can  we  doubt?  Can  we  hesitate  to  go  forward 
with  renewed  energy  where  we  have  this  satisfactory  assur¬ 
ance  that  our  labors  shall  not  be  in  vain  ?  Is  there  not 
every  thing  in  the  past,  especially  in  the  past  year,  to 
encourage  our  hearts  and  urge  us  to  still  more  faithful  and 
enlarged  effort  ?  With  nearly  nine  hundred  children  in  our 
schools  looking  to  us  for  guidance  and  instruction,  and 
whose  happy  faces,  as  they  gather  from  Sabbath  to  Sabbath 
around  their  teachers,  display  their  growing  love  for  truth 
and  for  God;  with  these  two  churches  of  our  Lord  Jesus, 
gathered  as  the  fruit  of  our  labors;  with  forty  happy  souls 
rejoicing  this  year  in  hope  of  the  life  eternal;  with  the  fact 
pressing  on  us  that  increased  blessings  always  bring  increased 
responsibilities,  let  us  all,  united  in  fealty  to  a  common 
Lord,  give  our  sympathy,  our  prayers  and  our  aid  more 
freely  to  this  work,  which  has  been  intrusted  to  us,  so  that, 
when  we  shall  rest  from  our  labors,  the  brightest  and  best 
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memories  of  our  life  on  earth  may  be  that  we  did  what  we 
could  to  bring  immortal  souls  into  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord 
and  Master.  What  are  all  the  pleasures  and  riches  of  earth 
when  compared  with  this  satisfaction !  What  can  compare 
with  this  joy,  which  is  “  unspeakable  and  full  of  glory,” 
and  which  shall  abide  forever ! 

The  Madison  Avenue  School  and  Mission  was  adopted  by 
your  Committee  and  organized  in  March  last,  under  the 
direction  of  brethren  from  the  First  Church,  in  a  building, 
the  use  of  which  has  been  generously  given  by  the  owner — 
one  well  known  as  a  zealous  worker  in  our  missionary  fields. 
The  school  at  present  numbers  twenty-eight  scholars  and 
ten  teachers.  The  Prayer  Meetings  are  well  attended,  and 
the  indications  are  manifest  of  a  successful  work.  We  con¬ 
fidently  look  for  a  permanent  and  prosperous  addition  to  the 
list  of  our  missions.

Note.  —  The  Union  owes  $500,  which  will  have  to  be  paid  my  soon,  and  for 
which  you  will  be  asked  to  provide. 
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Before  closing  this  report  your  committee  desire  to  explain 
to  you  certain  changes  in  the  method  of  conducting  this 
mission  work,  which  have  been  adopted  after  mature  and 
prayerful  consideration.  Believing  that  this  union  of  the 
churches  is  essential  to  the  proper  and  most  successful  pros¬ 
ecution  of  our  missionary  labor,  we  have  felt  that  one  thing 
more  was  requisite,  which  hitherto  to  some  extent  seemed  to 
have  been  wanting,  namely  :  The  more  direct  influence  and 
enlistment  of  the  individual  inembers  of  the  churches.  We 
have  believed  that  some  modification  of  our  plan,  by  which 
we  could  more  directly  appeal  to  the  sense  of  responsibility 
of  the  churches,  and  bring  each  of  them  effectively  in  con¬ 
tact  with  some  specific  field,  would  he  productive  of  more 
extensive  and  permanent  results.  With  this  idea  and  with 
no  intention  of  doing  any  thing  which  might,  in  the  least 
degree,  affect  the  Union  itself,  except  to  strengthen  it,  the 
Committee  decided  to  request  the  Churches  to  take  the 
direct  charge  and  control  of  the  missions,  the  articles  of 
union  still  to  be  preserved  and  the  present  organization  to 
be  retained.  In  accordance  with  this  decision  the  delegates 
representing  the  different  Churches  requested  them  to  take 
charge  of  the  mission  work  at  each  mission,  and  become 
responsible  for  its  prosecution,  while  still  cooperating  in  the 
Executive  Committee  for  the  general  interests  of  all  the 
missions.  This  plan  leaves  the  appointment  and  support  of 
the  missionaries,  as  heretofore,  in  the  hands  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  the  special  concern  of  the  Union.  With 
the  approval  and  consent  of  the  Churches,  the  missions  have 
been  assigned  as  follows  : 

To  the  First  Church,  Kenwood  and  Madison  avenue ; 
Pearl  Street  Church,  Washington  avenue;  Calvary  Church, 
Paigeville ;  Tabernacle  Church,  North  Albany. 

The  Committee  have  been  mainly  led  to  the  adoption  of 
this  arrangement  by  the  happy  results  which,  during  the 
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past  year,  have  been  manifested  at  Kenwood,  directly  under 
the  charge  of  the  First  Church,  and  at  North  Albany,  under 
the  control  of  the  Tabernacle  Church.  The  experience 
at  these  missions  has  demonstrated  the  practicability  and 
benefit  of  each  Church  having  the  direct  responsibility  of 
some  particular  mission,  while  it  lias  not  in  any  way 
weakened  or  impaired  the  interest  of  these  Churches  in  the 
design  and  object  of  the  Union. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  urge  upon  each  Church, 
and  every  individual  member,  the  importance  of  more 
earnest  effort,  and  more  persistent  labor.  Having  now  the 
immediate  control  of  particular  interests,  you  cannot  devolve 
the  work  upon  others,  or  rely  upon  any  other  organization 
to  perform  a  duty  which  you  have  assumed,  and  which  God 
has  placed  upon  you  alone. 

With  gratitude  for  these  evidences  of  His  approval,  and 
with  the  trust  that  He  will  continue  to  guide  and  bless  us 
in  the  future,  we  commence  another  year  in  the  history  of 
this  Union,  with  the  sincere  and  earnest  prayer  that,  at  its 
close,  we  may  all  have  reason  to  rejoice,  as  we  do  now,  at  the 
continued  and  multiplied  manifestations  of  the  favor  of  God.
